Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Select- 
man, for  thee  years,  Auditors,  Town  Treasurer,  Road 
Agent,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Trustee  of  Public  Funds,  Sur- 
veyors of  Wood  and  Lumber,  Fence  Viewers  and  all  other 
necessary  officers. 

Article  2.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  the 
town  poor,  for  town  library,  for  cemeteries,  to  build  and 
repair  highways  and  bridges,  and  for  such  other  current 
expenses  as  may  accrue.

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THE  TOWN  HISTORY 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PROGRESS  IN  1957  TO  THE 
WALPOLE  HISTORY  COMMUTE  by  Martha  Frizzell, 
Researcher  and  Editor. 

To  accompany  this  report  I  had  hoped  to  have  ready 
the  map  of  the  town  with  all  the  homesteads  numbered. 
A  working  copy  of  the  map  is  prepared  and  the  home- 
steads are  listed  by  number  with  some  pertinent  data  on 
most.  Some  of  the  histories  have  been  written  in  first 
draft.  I  really  have  as  much  done  as  I  planned,  but  as  the 
work  progressed  it  did  not  seem  a  sound  procedure  to  take 
the  time  to  prepare  in  a  semi-final  form  material  that  is 
still  in  such  a  fluid  state,  being  added  to  continuously. 

During  the  session  of  the  legislature  I  made  the  most 
of  my  opportunity  to  search  the  State  Library,  the  New 
Hampshire  Historical  Society,  the  records  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  data  collected  by  the  State  Highway  Department 
and  records  at  the  Congregational  Christian  Conference 
office.  I  think  I  have  exhausted  these  sources.  The  data 
collected  is  significant  and  basic. 

The  most  important  find  was  the  original  Bellows 
plan  of  the  town  (1752),  recorded  in  Rockingham  County. 
Unfortunately  Mr.  Bellows  did  not  adhere  strictly  to  his 
original  plan  in  selling  lots.  However,  we  have  the  lots  in 
the  3rd  and  4th  Ranges  mapped.  The  lots  in  the  ranges 
northeast  of  the  village  have  just  recently  come  into 
focus. 

At  the  Historical  Society  I  found  Col.  Wm.  Heywood's 
survey  of  the  Atkinson  tract  on  Derry  Hill  and  we  have 
the  early  history  of  all  of  those  22  lots,  except  No.  19. 

I  have  the  early  roads  located  and  plotted  with  very 
few  exceptions,  having  explored  most  of  them  either  by 
car  or  on  foot.  There  are  still  some  questions,  but  they  are 
gradually  being  answered. 
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I  wondered  at  times  if  I  were  putting  too  much  time 
on  this  phase  of  the  work — preparing  the  map  of  the  town 
and  the  histories  of  the  homesteads.  However,  the  old 
deeds  are  a  great  source  of  information  if  one  does  a 
thorough  enough  job  to  be  able  to  interpret  them.  This 
information  is  also  of  practical  value  to  land  owners,  be- 
yond the  sentimental  value. 

In  addition  the  rought  draft  is  ready  or  the  material 
assembled  on  the  following  subjects:  Early  Church, 
Charters  and  Settlement,  Joseph  Dennie,  John  Hubbard, 
Jeremiah  Mason,  Louisa  May  Alcott. 

PLANS  FOR  1958 — I  am  continuing  the  work  on  the 
maps  and  homesteads. 

The  big  project  is  the  reading  and  summarizing  of 
the  Walpole  items  in  the  newspapers  of  the  area.  I  am  now 
spending  a  day  a  week  at  the  Bellows  Falls  Times  office. 
I  can  do  about  one  year  in  an  8  hour  day.  However,  my 
eyes  won't  stand  such  days  too  often.  I  have  done  some 
exploratory  work  in  the  Keene  Sentinel  and  plan  to  sup- 
plement the  Times  findings  from  that  source.  This  work  is 
most  time  consuming  but  I  can  see  no  other  way  of  ob- 
taining the  results.  I  have  also  read  the  oldtime  papers 
available  at  the  Walpole  Historical  Society. 

I  am  deeply  indebted  to  Anita  Aldrich  for  her  tireless 
work  and  interest.  I  hope  during  the  next  year  to  inter- 
view many  who  personally  know  the  history  of  Walpole, 
particularly  the  unofficial  phase.  I  would  appreciate  sug- 
gestions of  names  of  people  who  should  be  interviewed, 
and  if  possible  their  field  of  experience  so  that  I  may 
prime  the  pump  intelligently.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  school  district  of  the  Town 
of  Walpole  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  North  Wal- 
pole Elementary  School  Ail-Purpose  Room,  in  said  district 
on  the  11th  day  of  March,  1958,  at  7:30  in  the  evening, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  two  members  of  the  school  board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  commit- 
tees, or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

6.  To  choose  agents,  auditors,  and  committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials,  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropria- 
tion of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
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school  board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  and 
use  in  the  name  of  the  district,  such  advances,  grants  in 
aid  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  or  from 
any  state  or  private  agency.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Walpole: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  super- 
intendent of  schools: 

Progress  is  made  by  seeking  to  improve,  to  search 
for  weaknesses  that  can  be  eliminated  and  to  continue 
to  strengthen  areas  that  are  already  strong.  Schools  have 
been  and  undoubtedly  will  continue  to  be  criticized.  We 
appreciate  constructive  criticism  as  we  sometimes  are  too 
close  to  the  woods  to  see  the  trees. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  give  a  cross-section 
of  what  has  happened  in  your  schools  this  past  year  and 
some  indication  of  future  plans  as  we  try  to  make  the 
educational  program  fit  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Your  schools  are  approved  schools.  They  meet  the 
state  minimum  standards  and  we  plan  to  continue  to 
not  only  meet  the  required  minimum  standards  but  to 
also  meet  as  nearly  as  possible  the  standards  that  will 
mean  we  are  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  recommended 
practices.  However,  economic  standards  must  be  con- 
sidered. 

For  some  time  comparisons  have  been  made  of  a 
nearby  high  school  with  the  inference  that  the  Walpole 
High  School  is  inferior.  A  comparison  of  curricula  shows 
that  Walpole  High  School  has  practically  the  same  cur- 
riculum except  for  the  areas  of  vocational  subjects. 

Both  your  elementary  and  high  school  teachers  are 
doing  a  good  job  and  they  should  be  given  credit  for  so 
doing.  A  large  percentage  are  taking  courses  each  year 
to  improve  their  ability  to  teach  and  their  background 
of  preparation.  In  addition  each  year  they  serve  on 
committees  that  are  studying  ways  and  means  of  con- 
tinuing to  improve  the  curriculum  and  teaching  methods. 
I  am  proud  of  them  and  proud  to  be  associated  with  them. 
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The  specific  requirements  necessary  to  meet  the 
State  Minimum  Standards  for  the  school  year  1958-59 
are:  (1)  add  one  more  Fine  Arts  opportunity;  (2)  change 
from  four  fifty-minute  periods  a  week  to  five  forty-five 
minute  periods  a  week.  These  requirements  will  be  met. 
It  should  be  noted  that  our  school  day  already  exceeds 
the  minimum  requirements  and  that  there  will  be  a 
slight  additional  increase  of  the  length  of  the  school  day 
in  the  1958-59  school  year.

The  staff  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
who  visited  the  Walpole  High  School  also  strongly  recom- 
mended that  the  curriculum  be  studied  with  the  view  to 
determining  the  need  for  more  offerings  in  the  Practical 
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Arts  field  for  boys.  I  have  pointed  out  in  previous  reports 
that  the  building  now  used  for  Vocational  Agriculture 
and  seventh  and  eighth  grade  shop  is  inadequate.  Two 
years  ago  a  committee  studied  the  need  of  a  new  building 
or  an  addition  to  the  present  building.  Increasing  en- 
rollments make  this  problem  more  acute. 

It  was  decided  not  to  include  a  request  to  add  a 
guidance  counselor  to  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  How- 
ever, it  is  now  planned  to  make  this  addition  for  the 
school  year  1959-60. 

The  addition  of  two  teachers  to  the  high  school 
staff  this  year  has  enabled  curriculum  improvement 
through  increased  subject  offerings,  reducing  alternation 
of  subjects,  and  improving  teaching  by  allowing  teachers 
to  teach  within  their  major  field  of  preparation.  The 
addition  of  another  teacher  next  year  will  mean  further 
improvement. 

The  policy  adopted  this  year  of  definite  subject  re- 
quirements for  courses  of  study  and  increasing  the  re- 
quirements of  achievement  of  pupils  if  they  are  to  remain 
in  the  area  of  a  course  of  study  is  directed  to  the  end 
of  improving  the  education  of  your  children. 

Recommendations  for  education  beyond  the  high 
school  level  can  be  had  only  on  the  basis  of  achievement 
that  warrants  this  opportunity.  Only  the  best  qualified 
pupils  will  be  accepted  for  post-secondary  education  as 
competition  increases  due  to  the  lack  of  space  and  facili- 
ties in  the  post-secondary  institutions. 

The  new  elementary  school  has  been  in  use  since 
the  beginning  of  the  first  semester  in  Sept.  1957.  An 
official  dedication  and  acceptance  of  the  new  building 
has  been  delayed  due  to  a  few  minor  difficulties.  How- 
ever, it  is  now  planned  to  have  the  dedication  on  March 
2nd  at  2:30  p.m. 

The  new  building  was  planned  on  the  basis  of  serv- 
ing the  first  three  elementary  grades.  Subsequent  de- 
velopments have  resulted  in  the  addition  of  a  Kinder- 
garten class  which  has  made  it  necessary  to  use  one  of 
the  rooms  of  the  new  elementary  school  for  this  purpose 
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and  to  continue  to  use  one  room  at  the  other  school  for 
one  section  of  the  first  grade.  The  room  at  the  high 
school  building  now  used  for  the  first  grade  was  sched- 
uled to  be  used  for  small  high  school  classes  and  it  is  not 
now  available  for  that  purpose. 

The  evidence  now  available  as  to  classroom  require- 
ments for  the  school  year  1959-60  indicates  that  Kinder- 
garten classes  will  have  to  be  held  either  in  the  North 
Walpole  Kindergarten  room  or  in  some  room  available 
at  the  south  end  of  town. 

The  instructions  of  the  March,  1957  School  District 
meeting  in  regard  to  study  of  the  North  Walpole  pupils 
attending  Bellows  Falls  High  School  as  tuition  pupils 
were  carried  out.  In  spite  of  the  indications  that  a  large 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  Walpole  were  in  favor  of  con- 
tinuing the  present  procedure  based  on  the  factual  ma- 
terials presented  at  three  public  hearings  the  State  Board 
of  Education  informed  your  School  Board  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  that  they  had  ruled  as  follows: 

VOTED:  That  the  State  Board  of  Education  ad- 
vise the  Walpole  School  District  and  other  interested 
parties  that  it  will  approve  tuition  contracts  covering 
high  school  pupils  in  North  Walpole  attending  the 
Bellows  Falls  High  School  for  a  five-year  period  be- 
ginning with  the  school  year  1958-59,  provided  that 
all  Walpole  school  pupils  in  grade  9  for  the  school  year 
1959-60  attend  Walpole  High  School  and  that  succes- 
sive grade  9's  attend  Walpole  High  School  until  all 
students  of  high  school  age  in  Walpole  School  Dis- 
trict are  attending  Walpole  High  School;  and  it  is 

FURTHER  VOTED:  That  the  adoption  of  the 
foregoing  vote  shall  not  be  deemed  an  expression  of 
opinion  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  as  to  wheth- 
er such  course  of  action  is  or  is  not  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  all  of  the  school  pupils  in  the  Walpole  School 
District,  but  is  compelled  by  the  limiting  effect  of 
RSA  194:20-23  upon  the  power  of  the  State  Board  to 
approve  high  school  tuition  contracts  between  Wal- 
pole School  District  and  Bellows  Falls  School  District. 
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The  action  taken  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  is 
now  under  study  by  your  School  Board  and  at  the  time  of 
this  writing  no  decision  has  been  reached  as  to  any  future 
action. 

An  ambitious  program  to  strengthen  the  curriculum 
was  begun  this  year.  A  three-day  Language  Arts  Work- 
shop was  held  October  9,  10,  and  11  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  current  information  about  content  and  methods 
with  particular  emphasis  on  oral  and  written  communica- 
tion. Dr.  Alice  Crossley,  Associate  Professor  in  Education 
at  Boston  University;  Miss  Nell  Sefton,  Educational  Con- 
sultant of  the  World  Book  Company;  Mrs.  Marie  Capron, 
State  Elementary  Supervisor  and  Mr.  Normand  Pacquette, 
Head  of  the  Claremont  English  Department  were  speak- 
ers and  consultants. 

Our  objectives  are: 

1.  To  develop  a  syllabus  outline  for  Grades  1-8  that 
will  serve  as  a  basis  for  progressive  improvement. 

2.  To  develop  an  English  syllabus  outline  for  Grades 
9-12  that  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  progressive  im- 
provement. 

3.  To  develop  a  planned  program  of  integration  of 
the  language  arts  with  other  high  school  subjects. 

As  a  follow-up  of  the  Workshop  two  committees  are 
working  on  syllabi;  one  for  Grades  1-8,  the  other,  for 
Grades  9-12.  In  addition  six  meetings  of  all  the  teachers 
are  being  held  to  work  with  the  committees. 

More  than  the  usual  number  of  teacher  changes  oc- 
curred this  past  year.  Mr.  Laurie  L.  Harris  replaced  Mr, 
Kermit  Cook  as  prinicpal  of  the  high  school  and  elemen- 
tary school  in  the  village.  Mr.  Harris  received  his  Bachelor 
Degree  from  Colby  College  and  his  Master's  Degree  from 
the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Harris  was  formerly 
principal  of  Junior-Senior  High  School  in  Hollis,  N.  H.  Mr. 
Earl  Aldrich  was  employed  as  an  additional  teacher  of 
Social  Science  and  English  in  grades  seven  and  eight. 
Mrs.  Anne  Edwards  replaced  Mrs.  Clara  Wood.  Mrs.  Ed- 
wards is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Maine  and  form- 
erly taught  in  Augusta,  Maine.  Mr.  Richard  Lamerand  re- 
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placed  Mr.  Robert  Desmarais.  Mr.  Lamerand  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Mac- 
naughton  was  employed  as  an  additional  teacher  of  Eng- 
lish and  Languages.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  and  formerly  taught  at  Walpole  High 
School.  Miss  Rosemarie  Niles  replaced  Miss  Mary  Shaheen 
as  vocal  music  teacher.  Miss  Niles  studied  music  at  Boston 
University.  Nils  Peterson  was  employed  as  an  additional 
teacher  for  grade  six.  Mr.  Vincent  Riel  replaced  Mrs. 
Agnes  Desmarais  as  teacher  of  English.  Mr.  Riel  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Keene  Teachers  College.  Mrs.  Harriett  Warn  was 
employed  as  Kindergarten  teacher.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Keene  Teachers  College  and  formerly  taught  in  Keene, 
New  Hampshire. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Whitehouse  replaced  Miss  Barbara  Roy. 
Miss  Whitehouse  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College 
and  formerly  taught  in  Freeport,  Long  Island,  New  York. 
Mr.  Paul  Lamothe  replaced  Mr.  Thaddeus  Duiski  as  sev- 
enth grade  teacher  in  North  "Walpole.  Mr.  Lamothe  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  form- 
erly taught  in  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire.

75  pupils  needed  follow-up  on  smallpox  vaccination.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 
NORTH  WALPOLE  SCHOOL

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
the  North  Walpole  School. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

The  testing  program  was  carried  on  as  in  other  years. 
Intelligence  tests  were  given  in  grades  one,  three,  five  and 
seven.  Achievement  tests  were  administered  in  all  the 
grades.  The  test  scores  were  examined  carefully  in  order 
that  the  needs  of  the  pupils  might  be  more  adequately 
understood.  The  achievement  tests  showed  much  valuable 
information  on  interests,  special  skills,  serious  deficien- 
cies, and  on  the  general  nature  of  pupil  growth  in  school 
learning.  By  making  a  comparison  of  the  two  sets  of  scores 
the  over-achievers  and  under-achievers  in  the  various 
grades  were  located.  The  pupils  were  grouped  according- 
ly within  each  grade  so  that  the  most  able  and  least  able 
could  learn  at  their  own  best  rate.  Utilization  of  the  test 
outcomes  also  served  as  a  basis  for  more  skillful  guidance. 

Faculty  meetings  are  held  on  the  average  of  one  a 
month,  and  at  other  times  whenever  anything  special 
turns  up  or  the  teachers  have  a  problem  on  which  they 
are  seeking  help.  The  meetings,  this  year,  have  been  de- 
voted primarily  to  the  Language  Arts  Program,  in  order 
to  prepare  the  teachers  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  Union 
Meetings.  The  School  Union  has  its  project,  the  making  of 
a  syllabus  for  Language  Arts.  At  our  monthly  meetings, 
different  phases  of  the  program  are  discussed.  To  date  we 
have  touched  upon  "Speaking  and  Listening  Experiences" 
for  grades  one  through  six.  The  following  topic  will  be  tak- 
en up  at  our  future  meetings,  " Skills  and  Abilities  in  Com- 
munication." Under  this  heading  such  subjects  as  Speech, 
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Vocabulary  Growth,  Good  Usage,  Thought  Organization, 
and  Grammar  will  be  discussed. 

The  teachers,  pupils,  and  myself  thank  the  School 
Board  and  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  making  available  to 
us  the  playground  equipment  and  outdoor  basketball 
court.  With  the  addition  of  these  facilities  our  Physical 
Education  Program  has  taken  a  huge  step  forward. 

Three  teachers,  Mrs.  Richards,  Miss  Mulcahy,  and 
Mr.  Lamothe  have  taken  extension  courses  during  the 
past  year. 

ORGANIZATION 

Two  changes  in  the  administration  of  the  school  were 
inaugurated  with  the  start  of  the  school  year  in  Septem- 
ber. All  major  subject  periods  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  were  lengthened  to  50  minutes  each,  thus  enabling 
the  pupils  to  start  and  sometimes  finish  their  assignments 
under  teacher  supervision.  In  comparing  achievement  in 
these  grades  with  that  of  other  years,  I  found  that  greater 
achievement  was  being  attained  with  the  longer  period 
than  when  the  shorter  period  was  in  effect. 

The  other  change  was  the  staggering  of  the  recess 
periods  for  all  the  grades.  Grades  one,  two  and  three  were 
placed  in  one  group;  grades  four,  five  and  six  in  an- 
other group;  and  grades  seven  and  eight  in  a  third  group. 
This  change  avoids  confusion  in  the  hallway,  lavatories, 
and  in  the  use  of  the  playground  equipment  and  also 
keeps  together  on  the  playground  children  of  the  same 
age  group. 

Extra  curricular  activities  such  as  assemblies,  school 
socials,  play  acting,  and  athletics,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  teachers  and  student  council  have  come 
to  play  an  important  part  in  the  education  and  develop- 
ment of  the  pupils.  These  types  of  activities  enable  the 
students  to  broaden  their  interests,  characters,  and  abil- 
ities, and  help  to  make  for  a  better  citizenry,  which  is  one 
of  the  primary  aims  of  education. 

The  graduating  class  of  1957  enjoyed  a  trip  to  Con- 
cord last  spring,  where  they  viewed  the  State  Legislature 
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in  session.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Hon.  Louis  Ballam  and  Mrs. 
Ballam  who  made  the  trip  possible. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  gift  of  a  record  player  to 
the  Kindergarten,  presented  by  the  graduating  classes  of 
1956  and  1957.  The  Kindergarten  teacher  joins  with  me  in 
expressing  thanks  to  these  two  classes  for  their  thought- 
ful consideration. 

I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent, 
School  Board,  Teachers,  and  Citizens  for  the  cooperation 
which  I  have  received  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
WALPOLE  ELEMENTARY  AND  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Elliott  W.  Keach, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Walpole,  New  Hampshire. 

Dear  Mr.  Keach: 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Walpole  Elementary,  Junior  High,  and  High  School. 

The  students  enrolled  in  the  Walpole  Schools  are  very 
fortunate.  The  educational  opportunities  offered  them 
are  basically  needed  by  every  student  desiring  an  educa- 
tion. We  have  offerings  at  the  High  School  Level  in  the 
College  Preparatory,  Commercial,  Vocational  Agriculture, 
Home  Economics,  and  General  areas.  Our  Elementary 
Program  is  designed  to  give  each  student  the  basic  train- 
ing he  needs  if  he  will  apply  himself  to  the  need  for  ac- 
quiring an  education 

However,  it  always  seems  necessary,  in  the  educa- 
tional field  as  well  as  any  other,  to  continually  take  ac- 
count of  stock.  Usually  this  running  inventory  is  taken 
with  an  eye  toward  the  future  and  occurs  in  three  areas. 
Namely: 
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1.  To  provide  the  best  educational  opportunities 
which  finances  will  permit. 

2.  To  study  continually  the  school  plant  in  relation 
to  our  projected  enrollment. 

3.  To  study  continually  the  probable  future  needs  of 
our  students. 

ORGANIZATION 

K-3  grades,  with  the  exception  of  one  section  of  grade 
one,  are  adequately  housed  in  the  new  building.  There  are 
one  hundred  forty-three  children  presently  enrolled  in 
this  building.  It  is  very  evident  to  sense  the  general  air  of 
pride  that  everyone  seems  to  emulate,  both  pupil  and 
teacher  alike. 

Additional  study  should  be  given  to  the  possibility  of 
including  the  remaining  section  of  grade  one  in  our  new 
building  because  we  are  going  to  be  faced  shortly,  with 
the  need  for  at  least  one  more  room  for  high  school  classes 
due  to  increased  course  offerings. 

Basically  speaking,  all  children  in  grades  K-6  are  re- 
ceiving instructions  in  the  following  areas: 

Reading — Comprehension,  Oral;  spelling,  arithmetic, 
fundamentals;  problem  solving;  penmanship;  social 
studies;  health;  science;  music. 

The  intermediate  grades,  4-6,  are  all  housed  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  main  building.  This  is  the  first  year  of 
division  for  grade  six  due  to  size. 

Instruction  in  these  grades  is  becoming  more  formal 
especially  in  regard  to  specific  subject  areas  such  as 
Science,  Social  Studies,  and  Language  Arts.  Oral  and  writ- 
ten expression  is  growing  in  importance  and  additional 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  increasing  necessity  for 
the  use  of  reference  and  supplementary  material.  It  is 
expected  that  our  P.T.A.  is  going  to  give  us  considerable 
assistance  in  this  area. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  started  a  Physical 
Education  Program  for  grades  3-6.  It  is  conducted  on  a  one 
period  per  week  basis  and  to  date  has  been  very  well  re- 
ceived. Emphasis  is  placed  on  group  physical  education. 

The  Junior  High,  grades  7-8,  are  operating  on  a  sched- 
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ule  very  similar  to  the  high  school.  The  classes  offered  and 
the  enrollments  are  listed  below. 

Grade  7— English  7A— 28,  7B— 22;  Social  Studies  7A 
—28,  7B— 22;  Mathematics  7 A— 28,  7B— 22;  Science  7  A— 
28,  7B— 22;  Home  Economics  7A— 28,  7B— 4;  Shop  7A—

Girls— 22;  Boys— 28. 

Grade  8— English  8A— 20,  8B— 22;  Social  Studies  8A—

8B— 22;  Home  Economics  8A— 11,  8B— 10;  Shop  8A— 9; 
8B— 12;  Music  8A— 20,  8B— 22;  Physical  Education— Girls 
—21,  Boys— 21;  Band— 11. 

The  present  high  school  schedule,  which  operates  on 
a  seven  period  basis  of  four  fifty  minute  periods,  one  hour 
period,  and  two  forty- five  minute  periods,  is  adequate  and 
meets  the  State  Board  of  Education's  approval.  However, 
when  the  Minimum  Standards  and  Recommended  Prac- 
tices for  New  Hampshire  Secondary  Schools,  Grades  9-12, 
become  effective,  in  September  1958,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
revise  our  schedule,  lengthen  our  school  day  a  few  min- 
utes, and  expand  our  course  offerings.

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT  ACTIVITIES 

Faculty  members  from  all  departments  are  currently 
involved  in  a  study  of  the  Language  Art  Program.  Funda- 
mentally, it  is  broken  down  into  four  areas,  Reading,  Writ- 
ing, Listening,  and  Oral  Expression.  Considerable  head- 
way has  already  been  gained,  but  the  subject  is  of  such 
magnitude  that  it  may  take  two  years  to  complete  it  suc- 
cessfully. There  are  many  ramifications  that  must  be 
thoroughly  explored.  However,  some  aspects  are  readily 
apparent,  and  plans  are  being  formulated  to  expand  our 
Language  Arts  Program. 

English — To  emphasize  the  area  of  written  expres- 
sion, we  have  added  the  following  requirements,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  classroom  study: 

Grade  12 — Two  term  papers  on  subjects  of  the  stu- 
dent's own  choosing  and  an  assigned  topic.  The  papers  are 
to  be  judged  on  research  material,  content,  and  format. 
These  papers  will  be  in  the  vicinity  of  three  thousand  and 
five  thousand  words. 

Grade  II — Two  term  papers  similar  to  those  described 
but  of  lesser  word  content. 

Grade  10 — One  term  paper  similar  to  the  above  plus 
a  bibliography  study,  which  involves  considerable  research 
on  the  student's  part. 

Grade  9 — Two  bibliography  studies  and  approximate- 
ly forty  essay  type  papers. 

The  initiating  of  the  above  program  should  prove  to 
be  of  immeasurable  value  to  the  students.  It  should  pro- 
vide opportunities  for  considerable  individual  study,  re- 
search, ability  of  written  expression,  and  knowledge  of 
what  will  be  expected  in  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

Opportunities  for  oral  expression  are  being  carefully 
considered  by  the  general  faculty  in  all  classes  and  more 
time  is  being  spent  on  pupils'  oral  reports,  complete  an- 
swers to  thought  questions,  special  reports,  poise,  enun- 
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ciation,  and  pronounciation  of  words  and  phrases.  It  is 
planned  to  study  the  possibility  of  including  a  course  in 
Public  Speaking  in  our  high  school  to  further  emphasize 
this  area. 

SCIENCE — Our  science  department  offers  General 
Science,  Biology.  Physics  and  Chemistry  on  an  alternate 
basis  as  well  as  Science  7A  and  B  and  Science  8A  and  B. 
This  program  is  nearly  adequate  but  present  plans  are  to 
eliminate  the  Physics  and  Chemistry  alternation  by  offer- 
ing both  courses  every  year.  In  the  future,  when  enroll- 
ment figures  will  allow  it,  there  may  be  a  need  for  an  edu- 
cationally fused  course  in  Physics  and  Chemistry  for  stu- 
dents not  following  the  college  curriculum. 

MATHEMATICS— This  department  offers  Mathe- 
matics 7A  and  B,  and  8A  and  B,  Algebra  I,  Algebra  II, 
Geometry,  Trigonometry,  and  Senior  Mathematics.  At 
the  present  time  we  have  an  alternation  between  Algebra 
II  and  Trigonometry  which  should  be  terminated.  We  also 
lack  a  course  for  students  who  are  not  capable  of  handling 
Algebra  I.  Therefore,  we  plan  to  add  a  General  Mathe- 
matics course  for  grade  nine  and  study  when  it  will  be 
feasible  to  offer  all  Mathematics  courses  each  year. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES— This  department  is  very  ade- 
quate in  its  offerings,  namely:  Social  Studies  7 A  and  B, 
8 A  and  B,  Civics  and  Youth  Problems,  World  History,  Psy- 
chology and  Economics,  United  States  History,  and  Prob- 
lems of  Democracy.  All  students  must  pass  United  States 
History  by  state  law,  and  it  is  strongly  recommended  that 
all  grade  nine  pupils  be  required  to  take  the  Civics  and 
Youth  Problems  course.  Preparing  students  to  be  worth- 
while citizens  is  one  of  the  aims  of  every  school  and  it 
seems  that  every  parent  would  want  his  children  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  our  various  forms  of  government 
and  also  to  make  a  study  of  the  vocational  and  academic 
opportunities  from  which  they  must  later  choose  their 
life's  work. 

VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE  AND  HOME  ECO- 
NOMICS DEPARTMENT — The  interest  shown  by  the 
pupils  in  these  departments  seems  to  be  increasing  and 
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indicates  that  the  departments  are  growing.  Our  offer- 
ings in  these  two  departments  are  Home  Economics  and 
Shop,  7A  and  B,  8A  and  B,  Foods  &  Clothing,  Family, 
Home,  Agriculture  I  and  II  (Production  Units),  Agricul- 
ture III  and  IV  (Managerial  and  Financial  Units) .  These 
departments  are  an  important  part  of  our  school  system 
because  of  the  opportunities  which  they  present  to  stu- 
dents whose  prime  interests  are  not  in  the  academic  area. 

The  facilities  in  these  areas  are  limited.  Increased  en- 
rollments will  necessitate  the  development  of  a  screening 
process  in  order  to  assure  us  that  each  student  enrolled 
in  either  course  is  using  the  facilities  to  further  his  educa- 
tion. It  is  further  realized  that  guidance  and  counseling 
in  these  areas  is  of  prime  importavnce. 

COMMERCIAL— This  department  offers  Typewriting 
I  &  II,  Shorthand  I  &  II,  Bookkeeping  I  &  II,  Office  Prac- 
tice (Clerical  &  Secretarial),  and  Personal  Typing.  The 
opportunities  presented  by  this  department  offer  a  sound 
training  in  the  essentials  of  business  training.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  the  students  enrolled  in  this  area  are  approxi- 
mately 90%  girls.  There  are  many  opportunities  in  this 
area  for  boys  as  well  as  girls  and  it  is  hoped  that  addi- 
tional interest  will  be  shown  by  our  boys  in  the  near  fu- 
ture. 

EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 
This  particular  field  of  education  is  receiving  special 
consideration  at  the  high  school  faculty  meetings  because 
it  is  felt  that  a  well  balanced  educational  program  should 
include  opportunities  in  athletics,  business,  drama,  fine 
arts,  journalism,  mathematics,  science,  and  vocational 
fields.  This  is  usually  accomplished  by  means  of  various 
clubs  being  sponsored  by  the  school.  There  is  a  need  for  a 
fall  sport  for  both  boys  and  girls.  We  are  exploring  the 
possibility  of  adding  such  carry-over  activities  as  golf  and 
tennis  on  an  after  school  basis. 

Present  clubs  offerings  available  are :  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, Chick's  Chirps'  Future  Business  Leaders  of  America, 
Fair  Association,  Future  Farmers  and  Homemakers  of 
America,  Science,  Sportsman's,  Thespian,  and  Yearbook. 
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The  Student  Council  has  been  active  this  year.  It 
sponsored  the  magazine  campaign,  record  hops,  monitor 
system,  assemblies,  and  at  the  present  time  is  working  on 
a  Student  Handbook. 

Other  school  activities  have  been  the  Fair  sponsored 
by  the  newly  re-organized  Fair  Association,  a  three  act 
play  by  the  senior  class,  fall  Music  Concert,  and  Christmas 
Program  by  the  Music  Department  and  Thespian  Club. 
Tentative  activities  such  as  mother-daughter,  father-son 
banquets,  Junior  Promenade,  one-act  plays,  Spring  music 
concert,  Baccalaureate,  and  Graduation  are  planned  for 
future  dates. 

GUIDANCE — This  phase  of  our  educational  system  is 
of  prime  importance  to  our  students  because  of  the  com- 
plexity involved  in  the  selection  of  a  career  in  our  present 
times.  Institutions  of  higher  learning  are  becoming  more 
selective  in  their  choice  of  candidates  for  admission,  by 
strengthening  entrance  requirements  and  demanding 
higher  standards  of  accomplishment  from  their  students. 
In  order  to  properly  counsel  our  students  our  guidance 
department  has  initiated  a  Career  Book  study  by  the 
Civics  and  Youth  Problems  class,  continued  with  the  Co- 
operative Battery  Test  given  by  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  to  grades  nine  and  eleven,  intends  to  continue 
with  the  State  Sophomore  Testing  Program,  and  intends 
to  make  use  of  standardized  tests  in  certain  subject  areas. 

Representatives  of  various  institutions  have  presented 
the  opportunities  and  requirements  for  admission  to  our 
students;  and  there  has  been  a  general  increase  in  the  em- 
phasis of  guidance  throughout  the  school. 

This  area  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  most  important 
in  our  school  and  soon  will  require  the  services  of  a  staff 
member  who  can  devote  at  least  half  his  time  to  the  guid- 
ance and  counseling  of  our  students.

Forest  Fire  Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest  fire  problem 
— 97  per  cent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man-caused  and  preventable — 
a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our 
neighbor.  Both  the  State  and  the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to  effectively 
meet  the  challenge  through  education  of  the  public  to  the  threat  fire  pre- 
sents to  our  woodlands;  by  maintaining  a  well  trained  corps  of  wardens 
and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community  and  by  providing  ample  op- 
portunity for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of  unwanted  waste  materials.  Care- 
less and  perverseness,  however,  continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches  from 
moving  vehicles  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  careless  burning  of 
debris  during  hazardous  periods  in  dangerous  locations;  illegal  burning; 
improperly  extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires — all  result  in  serious 
loss  of  property  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  community  and 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thoughtful  and  cooperative 
effort — The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all  fire 
problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris  fires,  home  in- 
cinerators, outdoor  fire  places  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden 
is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and 
type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches 
— are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use  ash  trays 
in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning  re- 
quirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid  him 
to  extinguish  it.
